| Paris, Sept. 11.—Additional details 
of the disturbance at the Allicd le- 
gations in Greece on Saturday are 
forwarded by Havas correspondent at 
Athens. He telegraphs 
the Entente ministers were meeting 
at the legation a number of reserv- 
ists forced an entrance, shouting 
“Long live the king; down with the 
Entente!"’

We were most deeply 
grieved when we learned from — the 
hospital authorities that he had suc- 
cumbed to his wounds, and I wish to 
express to you the deep sympathy 
the N.C.O.’s and men of the grenade 
section feel for you in the sad loss 
you have sustained. Your son was 
well-known to everyone in this Bat- 
talion for his unwavering courage in 
the moment of danger. and his con- 
stant devotion to duty. His coolness 
'and'bravery under fire was always an 
inspiration to us all and we feel for 
jyou the more beeause we know what 
a splendid fellow your son was, and 
what his death means to you. I 
‘would have written to you much ear- 
lier than this but the battalion has 
been heavily engaged and our time 
has been unavoidably taken up with 
many things.

Of Prayer In 
War Time 


The London Times publishes the 
following contribution from ag cor- 
respondent: It is early to estimate 
the effect of the war upon the religi- 
ous life of the nation;there may: be a 
re-grouping of belicfs and expressions 
according to a new scale of values, 
but of that little can be discerned as 
yet; one thing, however, is transpar- 
ently clear, prayer is seen to be the 
heart of the religious life, and relig- 
jon is admitted by all men to be “‘a 
prayer for life.’2 

tits does nut mean that there is 
any widespread response to the call 
for public prayer; in the early days 


lof the war crowds flocked to church, , 


but it was observed in some places 
that the tide of prayer, which was 
advancing during the retreat from 
Mons, was arrested like the German 
|Army at the Marne. The recovery of 
prayer, if it is to be recovered, will 
be made otherwise, and will come 
Inot‘'with observation.’ It isa 
hopeful sign that so many scholars 
rand Jeaders in the spiritual life of 
the nation are gravely exploring the 
range and mystery of prayer. Mean- 
while, in the logic of experience large 
numbers of men and women have been 
'driven upon prayer by the pressure of 
their own anxieties, and they have 


discovered what no books ean teach. | 


Their influence npon the spiritual re- 
sources of the nation cannot. be mea- 
sured yet, but by anv Christian stan- 
dard of values it must. be immeasur- 


They have begun to pray through 
or 
the nation. or the Church, but for 
the life, which is hone of their bone; 
they are like the Roman centurion in 
the Gospel, who was distressed for 
his servant, or the Svro-Phoenician 
woman, whose great faith was kind- 
led by her daughter's peril. They 
kneel to-day with their hoys in their 
hearts; they can neither think nor 
‘act without them; there can be no 
personality without communion, and 
no soul vrays as a solitary unit. A 
life precious beyond words has heen 
east suddenly upon the verge of time 
and the last frontiers: of earth. Pray- 
er for all who love in sucha caso 
will be\meaningless if it is not inter- 
cession for that other part of life— 
the threatened part — the suffering 
part. Prayer begins in the experi- 
‘ence of manv hard-pressed souls as 
prayer for the hoy. 

But he is ane of millions: other 
hoys' are to their fathers and mothers 
all that he is to me: and my boy is 
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to them one of a vast and vagucly 
discerned host. The hoys are part- 
ners in a community: what'is mercy 
to me may be _ bitter pain to them; 
the bullet may miss mine and hit 
his. And both are knit together in 
the memories and trials and hopes of 
an ancient race. ‘‘The nation,’ as 
Burke said, ‘‘is indeed a partnership, 
but a partnership not. only between 
those who are living, but between 
those who are living, those who are 
‘dead, and those who are yet to be 
born.” Prayer for the boy leads in- 
‘evitably to prayer for the others, 
and for the nation. In the progress 
of Israel the nation came first, and 
Jand only after its life was under- 
stood and revered came the discovery 
of the individual, Tt is otherwiso 
with us, steeped in our Western in- 
dividualism. We move from the in- 
dividual through the family to the 
corporate life of the nation; and that 
way prayer is moving. 

The nation has become a living 
personality for the first time to 
many of us since the war began.

1 But the horizon of the nation yields 
to a wider horizon. The same 
who felt for England as a lover theill- 
red in all his being to the struggle of 
|the small European nations for their 
liberty. No one can pray for his na- 
tion to-day without a prayer for oth- 
er nations; and for what in their 
jlife but the vindication of justice ang 
liberty and faith? Already there 
looms before those who pray the all- 
mbracing Kingdom of (God upon 
earth, which, though the names men 
\have given to it are many, bears for 
ever the same outlines and has the 
'same foundations. 

| And there is yet another horizon, 
;without which prayer would soon be 
paralyzed. There is the eternal king- 
‘dom’ beyond the range of earth. The 
praying soul is led to the city of 
.God, of whose citizenship it is free; 
citizens of no mean city here, they 
-who pray, have their names written 
on the rolls of the Unseen World, in- 
to which are gathering all who offer- 
ed their lives in loyalty to truth and

Told By Canadian 


Lieut. Mingo of The Royal 
Highlanders Sketches 
Experiences

London, July 15.

Twas wounded by 
19, but not very 
seriously, It went through the biceps 
muscle of my left arm, but did not 
injure the bone or the nerve. So far 
as wounds go I consider myself very 
fortunate. But 1 regret very much 
that I missed the later developments 
of the German attack on Ypres. I 
would have given anything to have 
been in the charge made by us a few 
days later. 
Speed in Handling Wounded 

1 was very much impressed with 
the speed and care with waich the 
wounded are handled by tee medical 
corps. It was about y yp..n. when L 
was hit and it was got Joug beJore L 
Was dressed by one of vur rien. Some 
time later, when things had «iseted 
down a bit, one wf wcur triined 
stretcher bearers redcussed = the 
wound, and eventually 1 found my- 
self in a field ambutanse, er tempor- 
ary hospital, in an olu ceilar near 
the firing line. Here, altcr the doc- 
tor had attended to me, J was p ac 
ed in a motor ambulance, and ‘vith 
darkened lights we crept ihycugh 
what once was Ypres and oa down tg 
the casualty clearing husp.tul at rail 
head. At the casualty clearing | bad 
a rest, and then L was carriel into 
an operating theatre that was well 
equipped, given nitrus gas anaesthe- 
tic, and had my wounds thorcughly 
cleaned and dressed. ‘Theuce I was 
taken to a hospital train which was 
the last word in comfort, and within 
was hit I was snugly tucked up in 
twenty-four hours froin the time I 
bed in a sstationary hospital ia 
Boulogne. 

rom Boulogne to London 

After a few days in Boulogne I 
was placed on board a hospital ship 
—also the acme of comfurt — and 
made the journey to the nose... 
London without any fatigue what- 
ever. On all the way we received the 
best of food and treatment, oflicers 
and men alike. Although they are 
kept separate as much as possible, 
there is no difference in the treat- 
ment. Our men get the best, and 
there is none better forus. My arm 
it quite healed now, and I am pass. 
ing my three weeks’ leave down in 
Hants with some friends, getting in- 
to shape for the front again. 

There is a chance that the war 
may come to an end in September, on 
about then, but if the enemy get in 
their harvest in good shape there is 
no reason why they may not hang on 
for a long time to come if they 
want to. 

Henry Ford Buys im England 

Henry Ford has  oought a large 
property near here and is preparing 
to work on it. 1 do not know wheth- 
er he has inside information or is 
just taking a chance. Of course, all 
labor is commandeered by the minis- 
ter of munitions, so I think he must 
know something worth while before 
making a large outlay as he has dono 

The English nation is finally begin- 
ning to realize that the nation is at 
war, and is acting accordingly. Wo- 
men are taking the places of men 
everywhere in the fields and work- 
shops. l’or instance, where I am at 
present there are several hay balers 
which are run by women, and all of 
the farmers have women in their 
fields. I believe the vicar’s wife and 
the ladies at the manor set the ex- 
ample. I pity them, for they have 
scarcely even dressed themselves be- 
fore, and a hay fork does raise blist- 
ers on the best of hands.

When I compare’ the England of 
the present time with the England 
that I saw in 1914 Ifind that a 
mighty revolution has taken place. I 
did not notice it when Llivedin a 
hotel and only met the shopkeepers 
and travelling population, but now 
that I am living with the people I 
sce a mighty change, a broader-mind- 
edness and a greater sense of the 
equality of iman. If this can fore- 
cast the reaction whichis sure to 
come after the war, the British em- 
pire will be an entirely new country. 
Pedigree and family traditions of 
wealth to a large extent have been 
swept away and every man stands 
at. his face value. The people them- 
selves do not realize that they have 
changed, but the old order seems like 
a dream.
